HEAVY DEATH BATE IN ITALY. 


NAPLES, Sept. 13.— The dreadful epi- 


demic increases houily In the ferocity of 
its ravages. King Humbert was Wednes- 
day pievented from visiting the poorer 
quarters of the city. 
During the twenty- 


four hours ended at nine o'clock last even- 
ing there have been reported in this city 
'J6G fresh cases and 338 deaths from chol- 
era. In other paits of tho province, in the 
same period, there have been nineteen fresh 
cases and fouiteen deaths. At Avellino, 
four fresh cases and two deaths; at Ber- 
gamo, eleven fresh ca-ses and nine deaths; 
at Campobasso, three tresh cases and two 
deaths; atCaserta, thirteen fresh cases and 
six deaths; at Cieinnna, two fiesh cases and 
three de,iths; at Cuneo, twelve fresh esses 
and ten deatlis; lit Genoa, thuty-six fresh 
c.ises 
and 
twenty-one deaths; at La

seventeen deaths; at Carrara, nine fresh 
cases and two deaths; at Kesjijio, two fresh 
cases and one death; at Xovara, l'oten?a 
and S.iturno, one death in each place.

A Baltimore Furnltur* Factory Destroyed 


—Coal lirealcer and Works Barnod Near 
Scrnuton, Pu.—Other Blnza*. 
BALTJMOIIE, Md., Sept 13.—D. Wilfson 


& Sons' Eagle Furniture Factory at East 
Baltimore was burned yesterday afternoon. 
The walls of the factory fell, making ita 
destruction complete. The building, be- 
sides the machinery, contained a large 
quantity of finished and unfinished furni- 
ture and lumber, none of which was saved. 
The proprietors estimate the daoiige at 
8200,000, upon which there is only a par- 
tial insurance. 
The fire originated m a 


drying-room over the boiler. 


SCUAN rox, Pa., Sept 13.—Yesterday at 


five o'clocfe a. m. the watchman at the Pine 
Brook mines of tiie Laokawanna Iron and 
Coal Company discovered the in the engine 
room, and by the time he had given the 
alarm the entire southeast corner of the 
structure was, a mass of flames. By btrenu- 
ous efforts the engineer got a stream on 
the 
fan-house 
and 
prevented its de- 


struction. The fire extended to the boiler- 
house, the main breaker, the tower shaft 
and the hoisting-engine house, and all were 
totally destroyed.

out, Andrew l)avis, the fire boss, was rank- 
ing his rounds in the mine. The heat and 
flames descended down the shaft and nearly 
roasted him. He had to lie Hat, a?id crawled 
for a quarter of a mile in the darkness, 
with only a rail for a guide. He was res- 
cued when nearly exhausted. The loss on 
the breaker is 835,000. The total loss ia 
§50,000. Insured.

One Month's Arrivals el Immigrants in Canada, 


OTTAWA, Out, Sept 13.—The immigra- 


tion returns for August show that 11- 
836 immigrants landed 
in Canada. 
Of 


these 5.895 were passengers for the United 
States, leaving 8,941 who settled In the 
Dominion. 
Since the 1st of January 


112,513 
entered 
Canada 
aa 
immi- 


grants, 46,375 of whom intended settling in 
the United States, leaving 64,335 who set- 
tled in the Dominion. These figures at* 
below those for the corresponding peiiod of 
1883. when up to the end of August 134,837 
persons had landed In Canada. Or these 
80,011 settled in the country, and 54,8-26 
went to the States. 


Condition of Crops In Michigan. 


LANSING, Mich,, Sept 13.—The Secre- 


tary of State has received reports from 723 
correspondents, representing 597 townships, 
which show 179,800 acres of wheat threshed, 
up to August 35. The yield is 3,9S5,433 bush- 
els, or an average of 1B% bushels per acre. 
The figures indicate an aggregate product 
in the State of nearly 36,060,000 bushels, a 
better report than at tho same time last year 
by 50,000 bushels. The condition, of corn 
is eighty-nine; potatoes promise ninety- 
three; apples, sixty-seven, and peaches 
thirteen per cant of an average crop. 


Hops in Wisconsin. 


MILWAUKEE, Sept 12.—Ex-Judge Small, 


who has a hop farm in Waukesha County, 
where he lives, reports that the task of 
picking the late hops has just been finished. 
The crop is very poor in quantity, being only 
about a quarter of what it should have been, 
but the quality is fair. The hop bugs and 
the honey dew are responsible for the small 
crop. 
News from all parts of the country 


is to tne.effect that this year's crop is very 
small, not averaging mdre than half as much 
as last year's.

WASHINGTON, Sept 12.—The Depart- 


ment of Agriculture reports on the winter 
wheat, as follows: The rate of yield is not 
'ar from an average of thirteen bushels 
per acre. The results ot the harvest of 
ipring wheat are not yet complete, and the 
jroduct can note be 
precisely 
Indicat- 


ed. It is probable, from the reported 
condition of the crop already harvested 
and threshed, that the aggregate will vary 
little from 500,000,000 bushels. Reports of 
nueh higher figures are sensational and 
misleading 
and 
utterly 
unworthy oE 


credence. The general average condition 
when harvested is 98, against 83 last year. 
The condition la almost identical with that 
reoorted in September, 18T9 (the census 
crop), 
which yielded 
thirteen 
bushels 


per acre. 
The wheat States In high- 


est condition are California, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Pennsylvania. Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Oregon. These, with some of 
minor production, show figures higher than 
the general average, Iowa, Nebraska and 
Kansas standing at 9S, Ohio and Michigan 
at 96, Indiana at 94, and Illinois at 80. The 
Eastern and Southern Slates range from 81 
in Mississippi to 103 in Maine. 


The corn crop is in better condition than 


in any September since 1880. 
The general 


average is 94. It was 84 last September. 83 
in 1882, and 60 in 1831. It promises to pro- 
duce an average yield of 36 bushels for the 
entire breadth, or not less than 1,800,000,000 
bushels. It will make the largest aggregate 
quantity ever reported in the history of tire 
crop. 
Tlie oats crop averages a yield per acre 


about the same as corn, and makes an ag- 
gregate exceeding 500,000,000 bushels. Its 
condition, when harvested, was ninety-five, 
which is lower than for the two previous 
years, but higher than for prior years since 
1378.

upon the stand, and staggering about ten 
feet, fell to the floor. His pathway was 
marked with blood. Since the disastrous 
failure of the bank of which ho was the 
head Squier has been very much depressed 
mentally—indeed, to such an extent as to 
excite the fears of his wife.

talked incoherently, and his physician ex- 
presses the opinion that he was msane 
when he took his life.
